Washington, Feb. 11.—At a confer 


ence of REptrbftcarr' members of—the 
house, it was decided that the house 
statehood provision shall prevail or 
that no statehood legislation will be 
enacted by the present congress. The 
resolution which sets forth this posi 
tion, and which was adopted by a vote 
of 112 to 33. after three hours of debate, 
reads: "That it is the sense of this 
conference that the action and policy 
of the Republican caucus held Aprr 
1-5 1904, touching the admission of Ok- 
lahoma and the Indian Territory ai 
one state and New Mexico and Arizona 
as one state., as provided in the bill of 
the house. No. 14,749, which bill has 
been amended by the senate and is 
now pending in the house, that the ter- 
ritories be insisted upon, and that we 
insist upon such parliamentary pro- 
ceedings as can be had by a majority 
of the house, or a special order as can 
be made and adopted by. a majority of 
the" house under -which tno aforesaid 
policy of the Republicans of the houso 
wil be worked out"" Speaker Cannon 
is the author of this resolution. 


A definition of what is considered 


the binding feature of a caucus was 
made to those Republican members 
who have indicated an intention to 
vote with the Democrats, should oppor 
tunity arise, for the acceptance of the 
senate bill. This definition was that 
unless a member gives notice in cau- 
cus that he will not be bound by the 
action taken, he must consider himself 
bound thereby. At the Republican cau- 
cus on April 15 last, when the house 
bill was agreed on as the measure to 
be supported, there was no member 
who indicated his unwillingness to be 
bound by the cai'cus. This binding 
feature of a caucus, it was declared, 
was in force throughout ihe congress 
in which the caucus occurs, and the 
statement was made that no Republi- 
can member of the hou?^ now can con- 
sider him^flf free to support the son- 
ate statehood proposition.

It is stated 
four persons were killed and C9 wound- 
ed in a riot at the Cheibler factory, and 
that seven were killed and 40 wounded 
aTThe"5rarcu's Ko£n facWryT In'a ^con- 
flict at Louis Geyer's factory it is re- 
ported that 20 were killed and 50 
wounded. The troops were lined up at 
the factory to prevent the men from 
entering to demand their pay. Accord- 
ing to one report, strikers fired upon a 
detachment 
from windows, and the 


latter then fired a volley into the 
crowd in the streets. 


At Sosnovice. Poland, a mob invaded 


the Katherinen wor1,,^ demanding that 
the workmen in charge of the electri- 
cal machinery there join the strike. A 
company of soldiers intervened and a 
Polish officer repeatedly called upon 
the people to disperse. They refused 
to leave unless they were accompanied 
by the workmen. It is said that a 
rioter menaced the officer with a knife, 
whereupon he gave the order to fire, 
with the result that 28 persons, in- 
cluding a high school pupil who hap- 
pened to be passing, fell rlead, anu 30 
were seriously wounded. These latter 
were removed to a hospital, where five 
Of them have since died.

AT MONTE CRISTI. 


Governor Campbell Will Come 


and Pratice Law at

Act Based on Arbitration Award—The 


Present Situation in the Little

Washington, Feb. 11. — Telegrams 


.have been received at both the^ state 
and navy departments from San Do- 
mingo. The text of these was with- 
held from publication, but it was stated 
that they permitted the understanding 
that Lieutenant Commander Leiper 
from the Detroit had established him- 
self as collector of customs at-Monti 
Cristi. There was no report of threat- 
ened disturbance, though an intimation 
was conveyed in the cablegrams that 
some of the Dominican leaders m op- 
position to Morale's administration do 
not view with satisfaction the action 
by the Amercan naval commander in 
establishing himself at Monti Cristi. 


While the state department knows 


nothing as yet of the reported exten- 
sions of the customs collections in San 
Domingo by American agents so as to 
include Monti Cristi with Puerta Plata 
in the list Of administrative offices, it 
is said that Admiral Sigsbee was fully 
empowered to do this in his discretion. 
Lieutenant Commander Edward F. Lei- 
per of the Detroit was with Dillingham 
last summer when the latter officer in- 
tervened between the government and 
insurgent forces, and it is supposed 
that Admiral Sigsbee would naturally 
call upon him to take charge of Monli 
Cristi. No specific orders for this de- 
tail, however, have been sent from the 
state or navy departments, and Ad- 
miral Sigsbee is acting under bis gen- 
eral instructions. It is positively de- 
clared at the state department that 
these instructions were based upon 
the arbitration award of last summer, 
and that Admiral Sigsbee's actions are 
not in any manner influenced by the 
new protocol, which awaits the ap- 
proval of the United States senate be- 
fore becominfg effective.

Lincoln 


Slavery

OON after reacblnjr ui* rnujoriry 


Abraham Lincoln made two 
voyages down the Mississippi 
river as far as 3S"C'\v Orleans in 


a flatboat. Ten years later, when his 
faculty of critical observation must 
have become considerably in ore acute, 
he made a third visit to the jrulf states. 
It has been found convenient by some 
of his biographers and not a few post: 


bellura historians to date Sir. Lincoln's 
conversation to the then novel and pro- 
scribed doctrines of antNavery from 
that period. Specious as this hypothe- 
'sis may secm^. there is no authentic rec- 
ord that Lincoln himself ever confirmed 
it 
With a mentality capable of ab- 


sorbing the gist of the literary hoard- 
ings of the centuries, but denied all op- 
portunity until long after the period 
at which most students have mastered 
the essentials of a college education, 
Abraham Lincoln, omnivorous reader 
and logical reasoner, in the long in- 
terval between his s'outhprn journeyi* 
and his election to congress traii«form- 
ed himself into the fo'remost sociologist 
of his age. 


Before he was elected to congress 


Sir. Lincoln served for several terms 
in the Illinois state legislature, but did 
not refer, even incidentally. 10 the sub- 
ject of slavery in his speeches. When 
he was seat to congress he proclaimed 
himself the militant apostle of the anti- 
slavery agitation. Strong men had ar- 
rayed themselves 
against the slave 


trade, and fervid enthusiasts had pro- 
claimed their willingness to yield their 
lives for its abolition. The new con- 
gressman from the Saneamon district 
of Illinois announced liis intention to 
propose the emancipation of the slaves 
in the District of Columbia. Such "was 
the prevailing temper of the time that 
congress declined absolutely to consider 
the proposition, but Sir. Lincoln diad 
sounded the keynote of a mighty apos- 
tolate. He bad showm his colors and 
u willingness to follow them to the end. 
He was not invited to become a can- 
didate for re-election. His political 
friends admired his courage and his in- 
tellect. but shied at LIs radicalism. 


This hesitancy on the part of his con- 


stituency could not prevent Sir. Liu- 
coin from becoming tlie most influen- 
tial exponent of the principles of the 
Whig party in the state. After his re- 
turn from congress he was in great de- 
mand as an orator in every campaign. 
He became better known than any oth- 
er man iu the state except Stephen A. 
Douglas, and -in the course' of time he 
settled down to a very large and lucra- 
tive law practice. The repeal of the 
Missouri compromise awakened all the 
apparently dormant energies of his na- 
ture. He forsook his exacting business 
and at once assumed the leadership of 
the new party which arose in the west 
to battle against the scheme of the 
slave trade to organize the new; territo- 
ries under proslavery auspices. The 
designs of the proslavery leaders were 
not congenial to the people of the west,' 
but thev^ had a powerful advocate in 
the eloquent Douglas, and public senti- 
ment was in a state of ficliieness. A 
new senator was to be chosen in IJli- 
nois, and it happened that the legisla- 
ture elected during the heat of the dis- 
cussion contained a majority in favor

Lincoln at Time of Douglas Debate 


had been foremost in creating it. When 
Mr. Douglas returned to Illinois to se- 
cure his re-election to the senate the 
Republicans with one consent pro- 
claimed Lincolu as his fit antagonist. 
Nothing loath, the great debater en- 
tered the arena. He challenged the 
"Dtttle Giant" to become his opponent 
in a series of joint discussions. The 
challenge was accepted without a mo- 
ment's hesitation, and there followed 
the most remarkable oratorical duel 
ever witnessed by the citizens of any 
state. All that eventful summer of 
1858 Mr. Douglas, adroit and convinc- 
ing orator-that he was, defended his 
thesis of nonintervention with slavery 
in the territories, and Mr. Lincoln, with 
equal ability and superior moral in- 
sight, exposed its fallacies. 


The interest excited- by this titanic 


combat of words was not confined to 
Illinois or even to the west. There was

not a corner to the entire Union too re- 
mote or too obscure to share it For 
the first time in his political career Mr. 
Lincoln burned his bridges and com- 
mitted himself unreservedly to the 
cause whose mightiest. champion he 
had become. The fears of his friends 
and the denunciations of his enemies 
were equally powerless to deter* him. 


Mr. Douglas was re-elected, but his 


victory was but the presage of coming 
defeat for the cause which he bad ad- 
vocated so nobly. As it was, be could 
not have been returned to the senate 
if his opponent's penetrating insistence 
had not compelled him publicly to 
qualify his proslavery utterances and 
attach a proviso to his political creed. 
That was indeed a critical moment in 
the talented Douglas' political career- 
that summer afternoon in the little 
prairie city of Freeport when the great 
emancipator, his gaunt form erect and 
his long foreflngef extended with per- 
emptory eagerness, demanded of the 
now hesitating Democratic candidate. 
"Is there any lawful way by which the 
people of a territory, against the wish 
of anjr citizen o£ the United States, 
may exclude slavery from its limit pri- 
or to the formation of a state constitu- 
tion?" Here at last was the supreme 
dilemma. Upon the categorical "yea" 
or "nay" •which he must utter hung the 
fate of Douglas' political future. His 
feeble "yea" sent him to the senate, 
but cost hun the support of the south 
and made his position in the north un- 
tenable. 


This final debate, followed by a 


speech at Cooper Union, New- York, in 
which he contended that slavery was 
incompatible with a republican form 
of government gave Mr. Lincoln the 
Republican nomination for the presi- 
dency ic 1SGO. His election and the 
outbreak of the civil war were practi- 
cal]}" coincident In bis inaugural ad- 
dress he showed the country that he 
was not the radical fanatic which in- 
imical pre-election oratory had de- 
clared him to be. He had much to say 
oouceniin:: secession, but nothing about 
slavery. He chose a safe middle course 
ana jMTsjsierl in jt fantil time and the 
progress of events should provide him 
\ri«h ihe opiwrttanJty for •which hJs 
freedom V>ving soul !<mged so ardcntly.

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Public Lands. 


Washington, Feb 11 — The public 


lands commission, which has been con- 
sidering the advisability of changes in 
the national land laws, has completed 
its report after sessions occupying the 
past two weeks. The report will be 
submitted to the president at once. It 
makes important recommendations de-. 
signed to remedy existing abuses. It 
is estimated that t&ere are 300.000.00n 
acres of land in this country apparent- 
ly fit only for grazine purposes, and 
the commission has made recommen- 
dations designed to prevent the con- 
stant destructive work being done on 
these lands by trespassers and to pre- 
vent the frequent conflicts over public 
grazing lands among different classes 
of 


Swayne Inquiry. 


Washington, Feb. 11. — The senate 


heard the first witness called in connec- 
tionwith the impeachment proceedings 
against Judge Swayne of Florida, and 
thus entered upon the real work of the 
trial. The statement of the case on 
behalf of the house was made by Man- 
ager Palmer, who went over the vari- 
ous charges against Judge Swayne and 
said it was the expectation of the man- 
agers that all of them would be ap- 
proved. The witnesses heard testified 
concerning hotel bills paid by Judge 
Swayne while bearing court in Texas. 
The senate decided to devote the time 
between 2 and 3 o'clock each day to 
the Swayne inquiry.

Washington, -Feb. 11. — Following the 


announcement that August W. Machen,

FORAKEn FIASCO 


His Attempt to Defeat Herrick's Re- 


nomination is a Dismal Failure 


Harding is Left Just Where Foraker Has Left Others-Hie 


Senator Blew Into Columbus on a Cyclone But Slid 


Out on o Greased Toboggan-His Future. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 11.—The Repub- 


lican situation in this state is now 
quite tree trom doubt as far as it at- 
fects the next Republican nominee for 
governor. The Foraker-Harding flare- 
up has dissipated itself beyond the 
clouds of political dreaming. 
Gover- 


nor Herrick's nomination is as near 
the assured as anythng can be in pol- 
itics, and it is now a question more ol 
Foraker's future than it is of the de- 
liberations ol" the next conventou. 


The part Foraker has played in the 


Harding candidacy has not been such 
as to create enthusiasm even among 
his most devoted followers. He prom- 
ised much, but delivered nothing. He 
"thundered in the index," but was 
"weak in issue." The perlormanc 
was not at all like the prologue. A 
close observer of political events in 
this state during the past dozen years 
would be compelled to admit that For- 
aker lett Harding, where he has fre- 
quently left others— Kurtz, for 
in- 


stance, to whom he owed more than 
any other man. Mr. Foraker has es- 
tablished a great reputation lor start- 
ing a fight and then 
running away 


from it. His recent«visit to Columbus 
literally let the 
bottom 
out of the 


movement which he himsell had be- 
gun, and he paused neither to explain 
nor to apologize. He blew in to Colum- 
bus on the crest of a wave raised by 
a political cyclone, but slid out on a 
toboggan greased and pointed toward 
Salt river.

Chief Black Hawk of the Sacs 


I 


T was in the spring of 1832, when 


the failure of Denton Offut, the 
New Salem storekeeper arid mill 
owner, had thrown young Abra- 


ham Lincoln out of an occupation, 
that Black Hawk, the great Sac chief 
and head of a federation of nine tribes 
of warlike Indians, began his second 
invasion of Illinois. 
. Black Hawk had been bora in the 
Rock river valley, and there he had 
spent his" youth. He had- gone with 
his tribe when it was forced to emi- 
grate to the west of the Mississippi, 
but he had never ceased to dream of 
leading his people back to their Canaan 
as Moses led the children of Israel. 
He had crossed the river early in 1831 
with a small force, but had retired be- 
fore the advance of General Gaines, the 
•Federal commander at Rock Island. 
He had promised to remain beyond the 
'Mississippi, but had continued to in- 
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trigue with other tribes. At last the 
old chief, who was in his sixty-seventh 
year, thought that'his plots were ripe. 
.'He reappeared on the Rock river with 
'greater numbers and announced that 
-he had come "to plant corn/' 


General Atkinson, who had succeeded 


'General Gaines in. command of the 
'Federal troops, prepared to take the 
field, and the governor' of Illinois is- 
j-sned.' an urgent call for. volunteers. 
•Among the first companies to respond 
was one from Sangamoii county, and 
'Abraham Lincoln was its captain. Lin- 


company formation. Unable to recall 
the proper order, he commanded the 
company to break ranks. The soldiers 
then got through the pass, one at a 
time, as best they could, and Lincoln 
reformed the company on the other 
side. 


Lincoln got his first lesson in disci- 


pline while the army was encamped at 
Henderson's river. General Whiteside 
had issued an order of the day forbid- 
ding the discharge of firearms within 
fifty paces of the camp. A military or- 
der was to Lincoln only one man's 
word, and he proceeded to fire off his 
pistol almost under the general's nose. 
For this his sword was taken from him 
and he was placed under arrest for a 
whole day. 


Tho youthful captain again ran up 


agaiast the rules and regulations dur- 
ing the march up the Eock river,'but 
this time he was generally regarded as 
blameless. 
General Whiteside 
Had 


moved from Henderson river to Yellow 
Banks, on the Mississippi, and from 
there to the mouth of the Rock river. 
Prom this point he was to march to 
Prophetstown and there await the 
arrival of General Atkinson and the 
regulars with provisions. When the 
order was given to advance it was dis- 
covered that there was something rad- 
ically ,wrong in Lincoln's corner of the 
camp. * His orderly sergeant attempted 
to "form company," but the company 
declined to be formed. The men re- 
mained between their blankets in 
sweet repose. The sad fact was that 
every private in the company was un- 
mistakably and gloriously drunk. It 
appears that one Rial Green had with 
some assistance and a tomahawk bro- 
ken into the officer's liquors the night 
before and had distributed his booty 
with impartial generosity. Whiteside 
marched off, leaving Lincoln to follow 
with his men when their legs got 
straightened out. The company made 
a start at 10 o'clock, but before it had 
marched two miles it had to lie down 
and sleep off its debauch. Lincoln 
overtook Whiteside that night and was 
promptly arrested and made to carry a 
wooden sword for two days. 


Reaching 
Prophetstown, 
General 


Whiteside disregarded his agreement 
with General Atkinson and decided to 
push on to Dison's Ferry, forty miles 
farther up tbe river, leaving his wagon 
train behind. At Dixon's Ferry he 
found Majors Stillman and Bailey, with 
two battalions of mounted men. clam- 
oring for something to do. Whiteside 
sent them on ahead to feel and disclose 
the body . of Indians supposed to be 
near at hand. 


Stillman was about to go into camp 


twenty miles above Dixon when sev- 
eral Indians were seen hovering on the 
horizon. A contingent of troopers re- 
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f OU are wounded, my boy. and the field is your tent,! 


And what can I do at the last for you?" 


'Yes. wounded I am. and my strength is spent

coln^had been down the river the spring j mounted silently, one by one, andwith- 


out officers or orders put off in pur- 
suit Three of the Indians were over- 
taken and slain, but the others success- 
fully performed their mission,; which 
was to lead the whites into an am- 
buscade where lay Black Hawk himself 
with 700 braves. Those of Stillinan's 
men' who were not killed in the mo- 
ment of the surprise turned and rode 
for their lives -back to the camp, car- 
rying consternation with them. Still- 
man gave the order to fall back, and 
the men never faced about or even 
stopped until they had reached White- 
side's army. All that night "sole sur- 
vivors" came straggling in with fearful 
stories respecting the numbers and fe- 
rocity of the enemy. 


Whiteside moved as fast as possible 


to the scene of the ambuscade, but 


before on Offufs flatboat and -toad tak- 
en part in the first Black Hawk cam- 
paign, but at the fall gathering of the 
militia at New Salem he had been 
elected captain of a company. He had 
served through the muster, but that 
was only playing at soldiering. Now 
the same men were going to -war, and 
the choice of a captain was a matter 
of great Importance. There were but 
two candidates, Lincoln and a man 
named Bill' Kirkpatrick. Most of the 
men who voted stood about the ring 
la Clary's grove when Lincoln threw 
Jack Armstrong. 
They knew what 


kind of a captain they wanted.
